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‘INDIAN EXPRESS' REPORTS ON SITUATION IN NAGALAND

[Text] Shillong, 9 Jun (EXPRESS NEWS SERVICE)--War clouds hover over Nagaland again. 
Reporte filtering in from across the Indo-Burma border and information from the in- 
telligence grapevine clearly indicate that unless something spectacular is achieved 
by the Union Home Ministry during the oncoming monsoon, Nagaland's days of peace 

may soon be over. 


The reports suggest that the Muivah-Isak group of the Naga underground is preparing 
for an all-out assault after the rains are over. Thies particular faction has never 
attached any significance to the Shillong peace accord. Many Nagas who swore by 
the accord, or were even signatories to it, are now turning cynical. 


Informed sources mention four recent developments as pointers to the shape of things 
to come. In early April the rebels of the Muivah faction struck in the very heart 
of the Tangkhul Naga territory of Manipur at Ukhrul and killed two persons after 
branding them government informers. While the government was still searching for 
those involving in the raid, a small group of rebels struck again: the Congress-I 
Member of Legislative Assembly [MLA] Noklu Konyak and three others accompanying him 
were killed in a roadside ambush in the Tuensang District. 


While the motive behind the MLA's murder is said to have arisen out of intra- 

tribal feuds, most of the raiders belonged to the same tribe as that of the legislator 
--the Konyak tribe. The third incident in the series was the perfectly executed 
ambush, again in the Tuensang District, that cost the Indian Army seven lives. And 
the fourth and the most significant pointer is the almost unhindered conscription 
campaign being carried out by the "National Socialist Council of Nagaland" (Muivah- 
Ieac faction) in the border areas. 


This is being done by a new group of infiltrators, led by the self-styled major 
Khango Konyak. They are also collecting taxes and rations. 


Estimates vary as to the effective strength the rebels have »een able to muster. 

But between 700 and 1,000 armed and well-trained men is a conservative figure. Given 
the ideal guerrilla terrain and convenient hide-outs in Burma, observers, familiar 
with the Naga etyle of warfare, say the number is sufficient to cause serious trouble. 

















From the security agencies’ point of view the key factor now is the rebel: capability 
to sustain all-out ineurgency. An army officer said: "Sneak attacks are different. 
You give me ‘our well-trained soldiers and I will conduct an ambush a month in this 
terrain. But now that the rebels are thinking in terma of starting full-fledged 
warfare after the monsoon they will run into serious logistics problems. Their 

chain of command will be put to severe test once the army begins to chase thea." 


In fact, the security forces seems to be waiting for the rebels to launch an all- 
out offensive rather than be baited by sneak attacks into taking desperate measures. 
They think the rebels will not be able to build the kind of tempo that the pro-Phizo 
groupe did in the sixties mainly because they lack popular support. This is partly 
correct. 


If the rebels choose to strike now in spite of these limitations it is because they 
have their problems. The Muivah-Isak group has been in the Burmese wilderness for 
over half a decade and cannot take the risk of relapsing into the oblivion or rela- 
tive insignificance. Severe opposition from the powerful church to their Marxist 
tilt and waning public sympathy are two tactors that will hustle the rebels into 
making news before it is tr late. 


It was indeed a measure of their desperation, observers say, that Ieak Chishi Swu, 

the vice-president of the rebel body, tried to sneak into China recently to reopen 

the Lhasa channel that had virtually dried up. But he reportedly returned after 
spending some time at the Kachin independent army headquarters in the Burmese jungles, 
having been unable to establish any fruitful contact with the Chinese. 


In addition to all these factors the Muivah-Isac group has to contend with fighting 
@ perpetual gang war with the small pro-Phizo group of Naga rebels led by "Colonel" 
Shingyan. 


If the Muivah group decides to go in for a desperate war in spite of all this, 
observers say that Nagaland can look forward to a bloody free-for-all in the near 
future. 


The Muivah group has epurned all the peacemakers’ efforts so far and observers say 
the government's strategy of trying to woo Phizo, the exiled Naga leader as a 
prospective counter to Muivah, only seems to stiffen further the middle-aged rebel 
chieftain's resolve to fight.

SIKH, HINDU EXTREMISTS INJECT TENSION IN PUNJAB

[Text] Chandigarh, 2 Jun (EXPRESS NEWS SERVICE)--Extremist elements among the Sikhs 
and Hindus in Punjab are again injecting tensions in the otherwise communally har- 
monious atmosphere of the state. 


The situation has two curious features. The demand for a ban on the sale and use 
of cigarettes and intoxicants in Amritear, which led to violent clashes in the city 
on Sunday [31 May] has snowballed within a few days of the subsiding of the "Sikhs 
are a separate nation" controversy. 


Secerdly, the happenings in Amritsar bear a similarity to the incidents in Ludhiana 
in the mid-fifties over the Akah demand for a Punjabi Suba [province]. Almost the 
same political and religious interests which were behind the Ludhiana happenings are 
at the back of the current movement. The only difference between the two situations 
is that the demand for a Punjabi Suba was spearheaded by the mass-based Akali organ- 
isation led by Master Tara Singh while both the "Sikhs are a separate nation" and 
"ban tobacco" demands were initiated by individuals or organisations who have no base. 
Later these were supported by extremist Akali elements who have a following among 
the Sikhs. 


The slogan “Sikhe are a separate nation" was raised by the India-born American 
Citizen, Mr Ganga Singh Dhillon, who also pleaded for UN membership of the Sikhs. 
These controversies aleo prompted the sectarian Dal Khalsa to raise the Khalistan 
demand. While the Khalistan demand did not evoke a response among the Sikhs, the 
other two issues, particularly the “Sikhs are separate nation," widened the gulf 
between the extremists and moderates in the Akali Dal. 


The demand for a ban on tobacco and intoxicants was raised soon after by the All- 
India Sikh Students’ Federation which does not command much influence. It was 
echoed by the Longowal Akali Dal and other Sikh organisations. Some Nihangs and the 
federation activists started harassing the cigarette-sellers, particularly around 
the golden temple area in Amritsar, which created tension in the city. Simultaneous- 
ly, the ‘ederation announced it would take out a procession o: May 31. 


To protest against the harasement, Arya Samajists organised a procession Amritsar 
last week. This further hardened the attitude of Akali extremists. A brick thrown 











from a housetop on a section of the “ban tobacco” demand processionists, returning 
after the conclusion of the procession, set off the violent incidents on Sunday. 


According to official sources, the initiative has now passed into the hands of hard- 
botled extremists among the Akalie and the Rashtriya Swayamsevak Sangh elements among 
the Hindus in Amritsar. 


The new situation created in Punjab is likely to have its fallout on Akali politics. 
The moderates, led by the former chief minister, Mr Prakash Singh Badal, may again 
find themselves in a tight corner, because of the initiative that the rivals, led by 
the Shiromeni Guadwara Parbhandak Committee (SGPC) president, Mr. G. S. Tohra, can 
alwaye claim in religious matters. The latter's total support to the extremists 
among the Sikhs helps them in gaining the upper hand in party affairs. 


What has surprised many is the sudden re-emergence of Sant Jarnail Singh Bhindranwale 
on the scene on Sunday when he led the procession. Mr Bhindranwale had figured in 
the First Investigation Report (FIR) registered in connection with the murder of 

the Nirankari Baba. There was no confirmation whether warrants for his arrest were 
also issued or not. He, however, had taken refuge within the precincts of the golden 
temple for some months. No action against him could be initiated as the Union Home 
Ministry wanted the Punjab government to take the action, while the latter pleaded 
it was the Home Ministry's duty to take action since the case was with the Central 
Bureau of Investigation (CBI). 





The current developments are likely to affect the Congress-I base among the urban 
Hindus in the state. The Congress-I had won the elections with an overwhelming sup- 
port of the Hindus and Harijans. Sunday's incidents in Amritsar have evoked adverse 
react‘on among Hindus there. They may rally round the Bhartiya Janata Party.

NAXALITES INTENSIFY ACTIVITIES IN PUNJAB, BIHAR

[Text] New Delhi, 2 Jun (EXPRESS NEWS SERVICE--ENS) The Naxalites have intensified 
their activities, concentrating mainly on Bihar and Punjab. 


The Naxalites are more active among students and teachers in Punjab and among 
tribals in Bihar, Andhra Pradesh and Assam. In West Bengal and Kerala, the two 
Communist Party of India-Marxist [CPI-M] ruled estates, the struggle is between the 
ruling groups and the Naxalites. 


The number of extremists in Punjab, according to a source, has increased considerably 
in the last three years. Apart from having cadres among teachers and students, the 
extremists are reported to have infiltrated into some Gurdwaras in the garb of 
"“Garanthis." [not further identified) 


Sangrur and Ferozepur districts used to be the centres of extremist activity. But 
the extremists have now moved their headquarters to a village in Kapurthala District. 


The Naxalites' strategy in Punjab is two-pronged: to instigate the extremist Akalis 
to intensify their agitation on the Anandpur Sahib resolution for greater autonomy 
and a separate Sikh nation; and to involve the student community in a confronta- 
tion with the government. 


There are two groups of Naxalites active in Punjab--one led by S. N. Singh and the 
other by C. P. Reddy. While the Singh group is involved with the extremist Akalis, 
the other group is concentrating on the students and the Kisans. 


The agitation against the rise in bus fares early this year was the handiwork of the 
extremists. The Punjab government was aware of this and dealt with the agitation 
firmly. Ultimately, the agitation had to be withdrawn. 


The Naxalites are now planning to start an agitation to demand the release of their 
party workers arrested during the agitation. The object is to sustain the students 
opposition to the government. 


Accordingto reports here, the Naxalites are trying to pressurise the extremist 
Akalis into starting an agitation for greater autonomy to the state. One of the 
suggestions being considered it to ask the farmers to refuse to return government 














loans, Another suggestion ie to take up the issue of the government's "inter~ 
ference" in the religious affairs of the Sikhs. 


The extremists are aleo thinking of setting up a civil libertties organisation. 
The Kirti Kisan cell, a similar organisation, has not been able to make anv head- 
way. , 


The Punjab chief minister, Mr Darbara Singh, told ENS that the government was 
"fully alive so the situation" and was keeping a close watch on the extremists’ 
activities. 


He said steps had been taken to ensure that there was no law and order probl u. The 
government would be firm. 


In Bihar, the activities of the extremists have been on the increase, involving 
murder, looting and gherao [sée@ge). The state fairly large tribal population 
on whom the Naxalites are concentrating. The are s ated to have recently spon- 
sored an organisation of adivasis called the arkhand Kranti Dal, to demand a 
separate Jharkhand state. Their main effort .» «cite the tribale to violence. 
In tribal areas, the extremists have succeeded. 


According to reporte, there are several extremist organisations in the state. Most 
of them are concentrating on the student unrest in the untversities. According to 
reports, the extremist-sponsored organisations attempt to create conditions of vio- 
lent confrontation between the students and the authorities. In fact, the extrem- 
ists are trying to take advantage of every available opportunity, including the 
Biharsharif riots, to use it against the government. 


In West Bengal, the CPI-M government has arrested a number of extremists and re- 
covered arms from them. There have been clashes between CPI-M workers and the 


extremists.

DANGE'S EXCLUSION SHOWS SPLIT [N COMMUNIST MOVEIENT 


Parie LE MONDE in French 20 May 61 p 7 


(Text) New Delhi--"No comment." That's how Shripad Amrit Dange, 81 years old, 
received the news, on 12 April, of his exclusion from the Communist Party of India 
(or ICP, said to be pro-Soviet or orthodox). Mr Dange was one of the founders of 
thie organization, (he also played a key role in the history of the Indian labor 
movement) in which he was militant for more than half a century and over which he 
presided for 18 years. 


What's surprising, is that this divorce didn't come about sooner and that, faced 
with his open challenge of the party's line, the leaders of the ICP manifested such 
patience for so long. It's true that one doesn't easily “debunk” such an historic 
leader, decorated with the Order of Lenin, particularly when the leader incarnates, 
to a certain extent, the Soviet Union's own prejudice in favor of Mre Ghandi. 


At the center of the debate which, today, as in the past, divides the Communist 
Movement is the attitude to be adopted toward Moscow and its policies. 


For Dange, who has always considered that one could begin to change society without 
waiting for “the victory of the Red Flag," Nehru's daugher represents, as did her 
father, “the national bourgeoisie-patriotic, anti-monopolist, and anti-imperialist" 
and, as euch, she should be handled with care, even assisted, by the pro-Soviet 
Communiste. The latter group supported here in the past, particularly during the 
state of emergency which was imposed on the country from 1975 to 1977. The defeat 
of Mre Ghandi in 1977?--which was aleo the defeat of the ICP-led the majority of its 
members to recognize their “mistake” and to revise their position. 


It was a change of direction which was ratified by Congress of Bhatinda, held in the 
State of Punjab in April of 1978. This took place despite the opposition of Dange, 
who defended, most notably, the state of emergency, justified, in his view, “at 
least in ite initial stage.” His re-election as president of the party, however, 
illustrated the ambiguity of the situation within the ICP at that time. 


Mre Ghandi's triumphant return to power in January of 1980 was nonetheless to find 
the old and etubborn head redoubling his efforts to persuade his party to, once 
again, lend ite support to “such a competent prime minister." With unimpressive 
results. There was nothing left for him to do but prepare for his departure. At 
the same time that he withdrew frommost of the party's decisionmaking bodies, (he 
ceased to occupy the presidency in February of 19860), hie partisans led by his own 
daughter, Mre Roga Deshpande, 51 years of age, left, with his blessing and even at 
hie instigation, to found a new party, the All India Communist Party. 








It was moreover his participation in the first congress of thie organization, in 

March at Meerut, and the statements that he made there, ("this party ia an historical 
necessity"), that were to be the last etraw that led to his exclusion, the leaders o 
of the ICP considering that “he had, by his own choice, exiled himself from the Party.” 


Divergent Attitudes Towards Mre Ghandi 


Called upon to explain himself, he counter-attacked by reproaching Rajvcewara aac, 

the secretary general, for “coming to terms with the reactionary forces," 4 result 

of his hostility toward Mre Ghandi, considered to be the “number one enemy." Above 
all, he reproached him for having agreed to, in the course of secret discussions with 
the Marxist Communiet Party of India (MCP1) which were a prelude to an eventual 
reunification, Danges's exclusion from the party, the 50 percent reduction o Les 
membership and the reconsideration of ite position within the communist wo.id, 

most notably with regard to the Chinese Communist Party. 


Accusations which were denied by Rao, who affirmed that "the fraternal relations of 

the ICP with the Soviet Communist Party and other brother parties remained as close 
and cordial as ever,” He took advantage of the occasion to clearly enunciate the 
position of his organization: "The reign of the bourgeoisie does not allow for the 
radical and urgent social and economic changes required for recovery from the profound 
crisis in which the capitalist system finds itself. Mrs Ghandi's government practices 
policies which favor monopolies and are contrary to the interests of the Indian people. 
Withou® excluding the possibility of an unhesitating support for any eventual pro- 
gressive measures and for a foreign policy which we consider positive, it is nonetheless 
our responsibility to struggle against all reactionary forces, whether they be currently 
in power or the opposition, and to offer *he country a democratic alternative--to 
favor, therefore, unified action on the part of the forces of the left.” 


The analysis of the new ICP party ie quite different. For Mre Deshpande, the policies 
of Mre Ghandi, whether it be a question of the nationalization of banks or the declar- 
ation of a state of emergency, have always been intended to “help the poor". However, 
she explains, there are forces which, from within the system, are opposed to the 
radical changes which Mrs Ghandi wants to put into practice. 


It is the responsibility, therefore, of “patriotic Communists” to help her overcome 
the opposition. 


For most observers, the extent of the damage done to the ICP by this new schism 

should be very limited. Moreover, the dissident group, concentrated mainly in the 
states of Uttar Pradesh, Maharashtra, and Bengal, has not acquired the support of 
Moscow, a support which the privileged relationship that exists between the USSR 

and India might have led them to claim. The visit of Brezhnev to New Delhi in December 
and hie praise of Mrs Ghandi had moreover suggested at that time an eventual rallying 
of the ICP around the government in power. 


As a matter of fact, it seems rather that the prime minister is determined to isolate 
the ICP and to make it pay for it's opposition. This would explain the support given 
by certain elements in the Congress (1)--Mrse Chandi's party--to the partisans of 

Dange (the elite of the “progressive” wing of the government party was present at 
Meerut), and the initiative taken by the Congress Party (1) in launching certain 
organizations, euch as The Friends of the Soviet Uion, which are designed, in the 

final enalyeis, to replace, at the official level, the analogous organizations sponsored 
by the ICP. A strategy to which Moscow does not, however, yet seem ready to give 

its support.

All the more #o since Mre Ghandi, careful not to appear to be “the Trojan horse of 
Soviet imperialism” doesn't mise any opportunity to asea.it Marxiem, which she 
considere incompatible with Iodian democrecy. 


The Three Bastions 


From the viewpoint of the MICP, Mre Ghandi's constant adversary, (allied with Janata, 
it contributed to her fall in March of 1¥7/), the expulsion of Dange and the neutrali- 
sation of elements favorable to the central government are considered to facilitate 
good relations between the two Communist groupe. They should aleo favor a greate: 
unity of action, “more necessary than ever," in the face of the offensive currently 
launched by che Congress Party (1)--there again apparently with che blessing of 
2 Qendi⸗An the three states governed by Marxist<led coal‘tions: Bengal, Kerala 
Tripura. 


In spite of assurances by Mre Ghand! and her minietere that the central government 
has no intention of forcing out these governments,* the Marxiste leaders are 
persuaded that they will not be allowed to finish out thelr terme of office. 


As 4 matter of fact, the votere of Bengal, (where the Left has governed since 

June of 1977), and those of Tripura should normally go to the polls next year. In 
Kerala, on che other hand, the question of the continuation of leftist government, 
(their victory dates only from January of 1980), ee on the extremely precarious 
support of another opposition group, the Congress (U). 


A house divided, disunited and on the defenseive, thie is how the indian Communist 
Movement appears. A movement which, as one historian recently reminded ue, still 
constitutes only 4 relatively emall force in the subcontinent: it has never received 
more than 10 percent of the voter in the general elections. 


It remains true nevertheless that, in the political arena and within the fragmented 
opposition which has not yet recovered from ite bitter defeat, it represents the only 
real opponent of the Congress Party (1), to the extent that alliances led by the MCIP 
governs three states, with populations numbering 92 million inhabitiants, or, nearly 
12 percent of the total population. Three states which, in the Marxist view, represent 
eo many bastions of democracy threatened by the “authoritarianiem" of Mre Chandi. 





1. The president of the Indian Union, in actual fact, the central government, by 
invoking "the interruption of the regular functioning of public powers,” due 
notably to internal disturbances, can decide to insure the direct administration 
of « state. This is the “presidential law,” the declaration of which must be 
approved by the Parliament. Such declarations are often followed by the dissolu- 
tion of the local assembly. This procedure, utilized 38 times since 1952, is 
now in effect in Manipur.

JUL SPLIT APPEARS TO BE BEYOND REPAIR

{Text) Lahore, June 10: Ten political alliances and groupings have eplit 
the one time monolithic Jamiatul Ulema-e-Ielam clearly into two camps with 
Mufti Mahmud's eon of Mufti Fazalur Rehman on one side and Maulana Obai dul lah 
Anwar on the other. 


According to reliable party sources, extreme differences have once engulfed 
the party after only a short lived reconciliation between the two groups. 
Thie rift, it ie learnt has been further widened after the JUI Executive 
was not allowed to meet here on Jue 6 by the District Administration. Some 
Jamiat leaders have even been heard saying that the ban was soliciced by 
Darkhwasti side. 


According to sources close the Obaidullah Anwer, Mufti Fazlur Rehman had no 
mandate from JUL to enter into an alliance with parties not in MRD. They 
say a five man co-ordination committee was formed for talke wit different 
political parties but it was to report back the outcome to party's executive. 
This, they sav, was not done by Faglur Rehman as he signed MRD Declaration. 
According to them, matter with mutual consent was referred to party Chief 
Abdullah Darkhwasti who ruled aginst joining the movement but this position 
wae not accepted by the other group. 


Mufti Pazlur Rehman side, towever, saye the co-ordinate committee was {‘ormed 
with a mandate not only to talk with other parties but also to join an 
slliance of like-minded parties which agreed on a minimum programme for 
restoration of democracy in the country. His group says he signed MRD 
Declaration with the consent of three other members 


This position ie also upheld by Maulana Shah Mohammad Amrothi. another 
member of Co-ordination Committee. Mufti Fazlur Rehman himself has 
repeatedly said Jamiat is to remain in MRD unless ruled otherwise by ite 
executive and has aleo seid Obaidullah Anwar hae no right to issue statements 
on Jamiat's behalf.

fText] It was 7 April. I was staying in a place remote from the hustle and bustle 

of Lahore. I was busy working all day. At night, in the peace, silence and loneliness 
of the rest house, I wanted to read. The only material available for reading consisted 
of a newspaper and a book. The newspaper was NAWA-I-WAQT of that day and I used to 
read it every day anyway. But its reading that I enjoyed today I had never enjoyed 

so much before in all the busy life of Lahore. Before I used to miss reading some 
parte of the newspaper, but today, I read it line by line and not only the newspaper 
Sut also the book called “Awaz Dost" which was already famous, but I enjoyed reading 

it today anyway. 


When I perceived some similarity between the book and the newspaper I tried to 

relate them; the following writing came into being. The writer says in the book: 

"If there is discussion of the ruling party, then quite consciously ‘Kobe Beef' comes 
to my mind. In Kobe, a well-known city in Japan, a bull is raised on liquor from 

the time of its birth to its slaughter; i* is not given any water but liquor. Its 
nourishment is well-organized. It drinks wine all ite life. Its inebriation is 
vorth seeing. Then it is butchered and the pieces are distributed among people who 
enjoy good meals.” And the newspaper said: “A new era started after he joined the 
foreian ministry, he had the opportunity to attend dinners and other receptions. He 
became a wine and women lover. In addition, he discovered the secret way through 
which traitors and dishonest men often meet with spies and whece the foreign spies 
present welcoming euch traitors. Therefore, a foreign embassy welcomed him--an 
Eastern European embassy paying for his services with gold. His character and 
interests were carefully s.udied for 2 years and after being fuund suitable, he was 
Given money and gifts. The first meeting took place in June 1977, followed by several 
meetings at 7 to 30 day intervals. They used to meet in the darkness of Islamabad 
out in the deserted places where no one could see them. The government eventually 
found out about this after 4 years. When this spy was sentenced to 14 years impri- 
sonment, hijackers hijacked a PIA aircraft hardly a week after his sentencing and 
demanded his freedom in return for the hosteyes.” 


This spy was Munir Ahmed Warraich. According to the DAILY TELEGRAPH, Russia had a 


hand in his being called to Syria. Now Warraich is summoned to justice for leaking 
the secrets of the spy group. He did not want to go but the people who wanted him 
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got him. But how long could this bull survive? He had lived and nourished himself 
on their wine and food. His end had to come. Now he will be elrightered and his 
flesh will be distributed among the people of the communist world. It is an admonition 
for such people, for such bulls who, innocent to their end, are out to destroy 

Lost in these thoughts, I reached the end of the news, which 
read: ‘Today, house number 13 on Street 44 looked deserted and silent where there 
used to be wine and shish kebab parties, where the daytimes were quiet and © © 
nightimes busy. The owner who used to live in it, a Munir Warraich, ic some place 
ir Syria and his future is unknown. He was born in Qadian on 7 April 1946. God's 
wrath is certainly very quiet. When the time of his punishment came, then his home- 
land narrowed down on him. He sought refuge in his country's jail which he could 
not get and the Lord threw him out ot the country so that he cannot be buried there 
after his death nor would there be someone to go to his grave and cry for him."

AL~ZULFIQAR PLAN FAILS, ALL AGENTS ARRESTED 
Ka; achi JASARAT in Urdu 30 Apr 861 p 1 


{Text7 The Al-Zulfiqar subversive plan of creating lawlessness in Pakistan has now 
totally failed and the law enforcing agencies arrested almost all the agents and 
recovered arms and ammunition from them. According to news received by APP from a 
reliable government source, Al-Zuifiqar was a branch of the Peoples' Party which 
aimed to disrupt peace in the country and carry out sabotage activities in Pakistan 
with the help of the Afghan government. The two things on which the Al-Zulfiqar 
guerrillas took an oath included the promise of faithfulness to Afghanistan's Parcham 
Party and Pakistan Peoples’ Party, and Leninism. An oath was taken from each such 
individual who was to be sent to Pakistan for subversive activities. It was also 
revealed that those who were selected for subversive activities were first sent to 
Afghanistan for training; their names would be registered after their arrival in 
Kabul and an oath taken from them. The contents of the oath were of the following 
nature: 


(1) I will remain faithful to the Pakistan Peoples’ Party and Leninism. 
(2) I will cemain faithful to Afghanistan's Parcham Party. 


(3) I will carry out sabotage activities in Pakistan upon receiving orders from 
Shahnawaz Bhutto. 


After these preliminary preparations, these volunteers were sent for training where 
they would learn the usage of various arms and firearms. Besides Bhuttoism, Leninism 
and communism, they were given literature on the subject of personal safety. Both 
Mir Murtaza Bhutto and Shahnawaz Bhutto would supervise this training and deliver 
lectures. All materials wee accumulated in the shape of a cell on provincial, 
divisional, district and city levels. Each cell consisted of five men. One man out 
of each cell had to participate in subversive activities. Such a percon was first 
made an eclementary member of Al-Zulfigar and then sent to Afghanistan for training. 
Then he had to prepare a list of eligible volunteers for training in Afghanistan and 
supervise and advise them in connection with their activities after returning to 
Pakistan. There is written proof available that ladies of the Bhutto family were 
not unaware of the establishment of the said organization. It has also come to 
notice that for the hijacking of the PIA aircraft these men were given 2 weeks of 
training. Initially they were trained on how to get into Pakistan and then how to 
carry out their subversive activities; some of them were also .cained in the use of 
hand bombs. 
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it has also come to be known that the future plans of Al-Zulfigar include plas for 
military training. The Al-Zulfiqar headquarters in Kabul had also promised that on 
the completion of this training program, volunteers from Sindh, Punjab, N.W.'.P. and 
Baluchistan would be paid respectively 500 rupees, 300 rupees, and 250 rupees per 
month and ceturn expenses to their country will also be paid. Besides that, the 
organization had planned to regularly pay to the members and their famiiies cospec= 
tively 300 rupees and 700 rupees. It means that anti-Pakistan powers wore providing 
large funds to the organization. The hijacker, Islamuliah Khan (nicknamed Alamgir) 
Who was a major offender in the hijacking of the PIA Boeing aircraft, had gone to 
Kabul in October 1980. Many people who travelled with him were arrested. They 
revealed many valuable secrets that lead to the connection between the hijackers, Al- 


Zalfiqar and the Pakistan Peoples' Party.

CONTINUOUS BRAIN-DRAIN AFFECTING PRODUCTION

[Text] Islamabad, June 12: Women constitute only one per cent of the overseas 


Pakistani workers and are mainly employed in the health services and education, 
according to a study by the Bureau of Emigration and Overseas Employment. 





The study, which excludes Pakistanis settled in U.K., Canada and America, also 
shows that 95 per cent of overseas workers belonged to the age group of 
25 to 40 years. 


Nearly 650,000 workers went abroad through the Bureau of Emigration. This did 
not include four lakh Pakistanis working in developed countries, like Britian 
and Australia. 


According to a research paper, prepared by Mohammad Akbar, Director General of 
the Bureau, the ratio of emigrants is completely in favour of mles, who form 
99 per cent of the total. 


The study said those who migrated to the developed countries had mostly taken 
their families with them while those who migrated in or after 1972 to the 
Middle East have not done so because of restrictions imposed by the host 
countries except in the case of highly qualified people, who form only five per 
cent of the total migrants. 


Employment in the OPEC countries is of a temporary nature and the demand 
fluctuates from country to country and project to project. It largely depends 
on the development outlay by each country. 


The usual duration of an emigrant's contract ranges between one to three years, 
which is further renewable. Majority of the emigrants do not come back and 
have been working since 1972 and even earlier. 


The study says it has not been possible to assess the exact numbers of returnees. 
Modest estimates indicate that about five per cent of those who went for 
employment have returned for good. 


The research paper said migration of people in the most productive age of their 
lives (25 + 40 age group) obviously leave aiverse affect on home production, 
both qualitatively and quantitatively 
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The study shows that migration of workers began on a rather modest scale in the 
late 508 but caught momentum in the 608 and touched its peak in the 708. In 
the beginning people went abroad on individual basis. However when the rush 
started, the Government had to take cognizance of the whole situation by 
setting various inetitutions to regulate the export of manpower and protect 
interests of migrant workers. 


The mass exodus began in late 1976, when 41,690 people went for jobs to other 
countries. It reached its peak in 1977 when 1,40,445 [as printed) people got 
foreign employment. Since then, about 115 to 120 thousand people are estimated 
as going abroad each year. 


Of the 650,000 Pakistanis registered with the Bureau, five per cent are highly 
qualified such as doctors, scientists, engineers, teachers and specialists in 


various disciplines. About 45 per cent are highly skilled workers. The 
remaining 50 per cent consist of the semi-skilled and unskilled.--APP.

Editorial: “Relaxation of Censorship"7 


{Text7 According to latest reports, Lt Gen Gulam Jilani, Governor of Punjab said 

that he has relaxed censorship of newspapers. He said he wad instructed the officers 
to censor only the news that is considered harmful to the security of the country and 
pertains to the unity of the country. From now on, there will be no censorship on 
news criticizing the actions of the government agencies. He has asked that the 
newspapers publish all such criticisms. 


We have a strange censorship imposed within the country. It was organized under a 
decision of the federal government but its implementation was carried out through 
the provincial governments. Talks about its cancellation or relaxation took place 
on the federal levels; rumors kept spreading that in such and such agenda of the 
meeting of the federal cabinet, the question of censorship had been included but 
every time all such news proved to be incorrect. 


In connection with this censorship, the federal government decides the Limitations 
but the realization of the limitations is left to the provincial governments. It is 
said that the purposes of censorship are national solidarity and security and the 
saving of the steps or measures taken under martial law. But practically, the 
limitations are “infinite” and every matter is considered a matter of national unity 
and security by the censorship officials whether it is the case or not. So kid- 
napping news is also brought under the censorship rules and it is censored. 


In connection with the announcement of the governor, the first point is that cen- 
sorship was imposed under the federal government decision. Now, since the provincial 
governors are authorized to relax the censorship regulations and if the relaxation 

of censorship has been decided, why then is this decision not being applied nationally? 
Why in Punjab (where the censorship has already been relaxed in comparison to other 
states) has the order for relaxation been issued? What are the unusual situations 

in the N.W.F.P., Sindh and Baluchistan, under which the censorship relaxation orders 
have not been issued? After all. why is the censorship policy unequal in different 
states? 


Secondly, if the governor, president or secretary of information issue a written 
order to the information officials, then a copy of such orders should also be 
issued to the editors of newspapers and journals and some type of authority should 
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be established that if the information officials exceed the limitations of the 
orders, then the concerned authority should be consulted to remedy those excesses, 
This authority should be free from the orip of bureaucracy so that, for the purpose 
of decision making, it can be celied upon. Censorship should not be used for the 
protection of the interests of bureaucracy in the name of national unity and 
security. It is very important and is only possible when there is an established 
authority, free from bureaucratic control, which can check the performance of the 
censorship officials of the Ministry of Information. 


According to the Governor of Punjab: “Now constructive criticism on the performance 
of the government offices can take place and it will not be censored." We under- 
stand that there is an element present in the governor's statement that make: che 
"relaxation" ineffective and that, in the interpretation of this constructive cri- 
ticism, it can be construed that any criticism could be declared unconstructive 

and cancelled. 


Every government announces the limitation of its capacities of the acceptance of 
constructive criticism but what constructive criticism means is not established 

or undetermined. If some criticism is unconstructive or illegitimate then the 
author of such criticism should be dealt with under the law. But it is wrong and 
unjustifiable in itself to declare a criticism constructive o unconstructive with 
a partial approval and not being checked under the law.

REMITTANCES FROM WORKERS ABROAD SEEN FUELING INFLATION

SOME alarming statistics about how 
remittances from Pakistanis working 
abroad are deployed within the country's 
economy are published in a recent study by 
the Institute of Development Economic 
(IDE). Last year an estimaicd 1.5m 
expatriates, some 600,000 of whom work in 
the Gulf states. sent back around $1. 7bn 
This may rise to over $2bn this year. 

This is invaluable foreign exchange for 
Pakistan. and reduces the pressure of 
domestic urban unemployment But 
economists claim that it has mainly fuciled 
inflation — especially in land and building 
costs, where much of it is spent — and 
boosted the consumption of non-essential 
and luxury goods 

The IDE study found that 62 per cent of 
overseas remitances went on consume! 
spending. 22 per cent on land and real 
estate, while only 13 per cemt went intw 
savings Or investments — with a mere 1.5 
per cent channelled into financial assets. 
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The managing director of Bunkers 
Equity recently stressed the urgent need for 
a coordinated system for utilising the 
remittances. At the same time he warned 
that they were an unceriain source of 
foreign exchange and should not be relied 
upon in — development planning. 

There is also concern that the recognised 
banks are being bypassed in the repatriation 
of funds through the practice of hundies' — 
unofficial transfers between individuals in 
different countries, which deprive the state 
of the foreign exchange 

It has been estimated that 2 Sm people in 
Pakistan depend in some way on overseas 
remittances. The worry is that. after a 
decade of increases. the number of 
Pakistanis working abroad has reached a 
platcau. and may be set to fall 

Moreover, money earned overseas 
causes social problems within Pakistan. 
‘Luxury goods like televisions, tape 
recorders anc refrigerators are now seen in 
the countryside, to the resentment of some 
have-nots. And family hfe may vet reap the 
whirlwind fron having its husbands and 
lathers away from home for such long 
Periods 

















MURTAZA BHUTTO ACTIVE IN KABUL

[Texg/ Karachi, 12 April (JK)--According to reliable reports reaching Pakistan from 
Kabul, Akbar Khan Mina Quarter in the heart of Kabul has these days become a center 
of anti-Pakistan activities of Murtaza Bhutto. This small yellow-colored residence 
consists of only one room, which serves as an office as well as a bedroom. Murtaza 
Bhutto took possession of it last year. In the beginning very few people supported 
his activities, but now, it has been revealed, there are hundreds of people in his 
organization, “Al-Zulfikar.” Most of these are students. Since December, 1979, 
this organization has been involved in many subversive activities in Pakistan. 
Murtaza Bhutto, it is believed, has been very impressed with the strategy of the 
PLO, and he has divided Al-Zulfikar into two wings. One is called the political 
wing; ite leader ic Raja Anwar. The other is the military wing, and it is headed 
by @ 26 year old exiled student from Peshawar, Suhail Sethi. The code name for the 
military wing ie “The Wolf.” It is said that the national airlines of Pakistan 
will become the special targetea of the subversive activities of Murtaza Bhutto and 
hie orgenigation. That ie the reason why, in a recent interview, Murtaza appealed 
to the Pakietania not to travel by Pakistan International Airlines. An additional 
fact to be considered in thie regard is that in the recent hijacking of a PIA plane, 
the Government of Afghanistan was well aware of the details of the hijacking plot. 
That explains why Afghan MIG fighter planes, which routinely spot any airplanes 
intruding on the eirspace of Afghanistan and are instantly airborn to stop the 
intruders, @id not react at all when the PIA plane entered the airspace of Kabul. 
On the contrary, when the hijacked PIA plane landed in Kabul, the authorities there 
offered all kinds of help to the hijackers. Tourists arriving in Pakistan from 
Kabul have said thet they have seen many Pakistanis receiving military training in 
the large, open field of Pul Charkhi in Kabul. Most of these Pakistanis are 
fugitives “rom justice in Pakistan and are wanted by the Pakistani police for a 
number of crimes. The tourists report that they have even seen Murtaza Bhutto giving 
instructions to these trainees. 
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MAKRAN DIVISION IN NEED OF HELP

Conducted by Maulana Jan Mohammad Abbasi: /Need to Connect Main Highways with 
Karachi; Communist Literature Being Distributed in Educational Institutions Under a 
Systematic Plan; Need for Capital Investmen in the Region With the Cooperation of 
Saudi Arabia or the Gulf States; Administration Blamed for Supporting the Criminals/--

[Text/ Not only is Makran an important region of Baluchistan from the geographical 
standpoint, it also has great importance for Pakistan as a whole. Maulana Jan 
Mohammad Abbasi, leader of Tahrik-i-Islami (“Islamic Movement") toured this vast 
coastal region from 1 April to 8 April. In his study tour, Maulana Abbasi visited 
seven places in the division of Makran--Gwadar, Sarbandar, Pasni, Turbat, Tump, 

Mand and Buleda--8nd met with the people there. He studied the problems facing this 
area and exchanged views with important individuals in all the places he visited. 
Maulana Abbasi was accompanied on this tour by Maulana Abdulmajid Mengal, Maulana 
Mohammad Hashmi Mengal, Ahmad Dashti, Maulana Abdul Hag, Maulana Ehtasham-ul-Hag 

and Dr Abdul Wasai. Giving his impressions of the region at the end of the tour, 
Mavlane Abbasi said in Hyderabad that the government should pay immediate attention 
to the problems facing the entire area. The major problems concerned transportation, 
educational facilities, public complaints against the administration and jobs for 
people. He said Makran's 450 to 500 mile long constal strip had focused attention 
on the importence of this region in the light of the international political con- 
ditions of today. Makran's inland areas also touch the borders of Iran at three 
points. It was important to link the major highways with Karachi because all trade 
was conducted through Karachi. Maulana Abbasi pointed out that there was a lack of 
transportation facilities and people faced severe difficulties. Improvement was 
also badly needed in government hospitals. Because of a shortage of doctors and 
non-availability of drugs and medicines, many of the present hospitals, according 

to Maulana Abbasi, could not even be called medical facilities. Due to a lack of 
resources for treatment, many patients had to go to Karachi or Quetta under 

traveling conditions which were hard even for healthy persons to bear. As a priority, 
said Maulana Abbasi, one well-equipped hospital should be built at the division 
headquarters. 





Turning to education, Maulana Abbasi said there were many things wrong. The school 
buildings were in poor condition; if the buildings were sound, there was a shortage 
of teachers. Scientific instruments for the school laboratories and othe: 
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materiale were aleo badly needed. In answer to @ question, he said that communist 
literature was being distributed in the schools under a well-organized plan, 
Maulana Abbasi also advised the government to keep strict control over deve lopment 
spending, because people often complained that funds marked for development were 
not being spent properly and national revenue was being wasted. People from Makran 
go to the Gulf states in search of jobs and a large number from thir area work 
there. Maulana Abbasi suggested that if the government invested some capital here 
in cooperation with the Gulf states or Saudi Arabia and other countries and 
started a few projects, it would improve conditions in this region and would also 
be good for the people because they will not have to leave their homeland for the 
sake of a living. The major source of livelihood here was fishing but, according 
to Maulana Abbasi, people along the coast complained that large fishing boete from 
Karachi came in the waters here to catch fish and shrimp. Since these large oats 
were equipped with the latest gear, they took in a large part of the haul, leavine 
almost nothing for the nets of the local fishermen. The authorities should find 
some effective way to deal with the situation, so that the people of Makran would 
not suffer a loss of livelihood. In addition, stated Maulana Abbasi, the federal 
and the state government should pay immediate attention to the poor administrative 
conditions and the increasing rate of crimes in the area. To take a case in poin*, 
the working of the administration and its slowness could be judged from the fact 
that in July last year, DOr Sardar was murdered in Sarbendar. Since then and during 
all this time, however, the prosecuting authorities ha. not been able to prepare 
their case. Dr Sardar's relatives were very unhappy over the slow speed of the 
investigation of the murder and they were demanding that a new investigation be 
launched immediately either by the crimes branch or a special team. Maulana Abbasi 
said many other such incidents were related to him. People also complained that 
influential persons and high administration officials generally supported the 
criminal elements. Maulana Abbasi expressed the hope that due attention will be 
given to the troubles and problems facing the brave, proud, hardworking, but poor 
and simple people of this region.

AID PAKISTAN CONSORTIUM INCREASES AID TO COUNTRY

[Text] The aid to Pakistan consortium at ite Parise meeting promised Pakistan in- 
creased aid of $1.17 billion thie year together with $110 mililio. to cope with the 


heavy influx of Afghan refugees. 


Economic Affaire Secretary Ejaz Ahmad Naik, who represented Pakistan at the meeting, 
said that he is happy with the package agreed upon at the meeting which was chaired 
by the World Bank. The aid promised Pakistan consiste of increased economic aid, 

of $°70 million, while the aid for Afghan refugees includes an increase of $10 mil- 
lion over last year. Pakistan had sought a total of $1.2 billion in economic aid 
and $200 million for the Afghan refugees. 


Naik said that Pakistan will spend approxin..ely $400 million to care for the more 
than 2 million homeless Afghan refugees present in the country. He said that the 
United States hae promised thet it will double ite share of the contribution for the 
next fiecal year beginning next month to $100 milliou. He said that thus, the 
United States will be equaling Japan's present aid to Pakistan, which is followed by 
the Federal Republic of Germany and Britain among the contributing countries of the 
consortium. He said that Pakistan's total outstanding debt now stands at §9 billion 
and which coste $800 million annually to service. He said that no objection was 
raised to Pakisten's appeal to convene a meeting of the consortium in January to 
reschedule the debt repayment. Naik gave details of past economic reforms and 
changes under government consideration to continue the trend toward progress in the 
economic sector. He said that the rate of economic growth for the 4th successive 
year is approximately 6 percent; exporte are increasing, the balance of payments 
and budgetary situation is etable, thus reflecting economic improvement.

CURRENCY SMUGGLING FPOLLED=-The Drug Enforcement Celi of the Customs last evening 
foiled a bid to smuggle currency worth over Re 40 lakh out of the country. One, 
Muhemmad Hussain, in his mid-30e8 was caught red-handed, carrying the currency in 
& suit-case when he was about to fly here aboard PIA flight, PK 743 for Dupbai. 
The staff of the Cell headed by Inapector Ejaz Ahmed, suspected Muhammad Hussain 
because of his abnormal behaviour, and carried out his search when he had al- 
ready completed all the emigration and other formalities to board the plane. 

rhe currency recovered from the possession of Muhammad Hussain included Pakistani 
currency worth Re 23.2 lakh, Indian currency with Re 5.6 lakh and US dollars 
24,600.

SMUGGLED GOODS SEIZURE~-The Special Checking Squad of the Customs seized con- 
traband goods over Re three million in three simultaneous hauls at the Airport 
on Saturday and arrested two persons in thie connection, says a Press release. 
The goods included over 4,000 watches, substantial quantity of laces studded 
with etones, watch chaine, gae lighters, etc. On information, the Customs men 
were deployed at all authorised and unauthorised points. They noticed three 
suit-cases lying in the international cargo shed without any tag or descrip- 
tion of addresses in Pakistan. Previously only fictitious names and addresses 
were found in other smuggling cases. The Airline staff posted there could not 
satiefy the Custome Officer who wanted to examine the baggage ex-parte. In two 
other raids, the Customs men intercepted a Bangladesh national, Mr S. A. Sheikh, 
who was paseing through the Green Channel with three brief cases. The examina- 
tion of the baggage resulted in the recovery of 900 watches, chains, gas light- 
ere and VCR cassettes worth Re 1.5 million. The passenger was enlarged on 
personal bond and his local links are being ascertained. In another case Abid 
Omer Qureshi, a passenger from Bangkok was arrested for possessing contraband 
goods worth Re five lakh. He was also trying to pass through the Green Channel.

AUTHORITIES SEIZE WFAPONS--The FIA and police recently recovered a large quantity 
of foreicn-made arms and emmunition in the area of Dad Goth near Maler. The police 
have arrested a person named Munshi Dar as well as several employees of the steel 
mill in connection with this. According to the available details, the FIA received 
information that weapons and ammunition made in other countries were being smuggied 
into Pakistan in large numbers and were being stored at an unknown place in Dad 
Goth. The authorities put the whole area under close surveillance and eventually 
surrounded it. Neither FIA nor police officials have otficially confirmed the 
reports of the seizure, but the Maler police station has confirmed that ammunition 
was recovered. Meanwhile, an evening newspaper published in Karachi has reported 
that a large number of foreign-made arms were recovered by the police from a 
particular location in the suburbs of Karachi, and that the pile consisted of 
automatic rifles, machine guns, hand grenades and pistols. The weapons were 
omuggled into Pakistan recently and the stockpile was the largest ever to be 
recovered from a single locatic.. It has also been learned that several persons 
have been taken into custody in connection with the recevery of the weapons. The 
law enforcement authorities are still keeping quiet on th matter, but, according 
to our sources, an announcement will be made from Islamabad soon. FIA Director Mian 
Rafiuddin's visit to Karachi last Sunday was obviously connected with this incident. 
When the FIA officials were contacted and questioned in this regard, they, however,
